An appeal to motorists to make 
certain that their cars are left pro 
perly locked when unattended has 


becn made by officials of the Al 
berta Motor Association 

In various centres of the province 
there have been reports of stolen 
cars and unless vigorous precau 
tions are taken, these may increase, 


though police are reported to be on 


the alert for such possibilities 
Some interesting sidelights on 
auto thefts have been revealed bs 
the U. S. Secret Service. It has 
found that 638 per cent of all auto 


thefts are committed by youngsters 
under 21 years of
